Loss Would Be Recorded but for St. 
Loujs and Kansas City. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 30.—The state of 
Missouri has a population of 3,293,835. The 
announcement was made by the census 
bureau today. This is an increase of 186,670, 
or 6 per cent over the figures for 1900. Then 
the state had 3,106,665 population. 

Missouri was saved from actual decrease 
by her two large cities, St. Louis and Kansas 
City. The gain of St. Lopis was 111,791 and 
of Kansas City 84,629, making a total of 196,- 
420, or 9,750 more than the aggregate in- 
crease for the entire state. 

The figures for the city of St. Joseph were 
not announced today, but those for Buchan- 
an county, in which it is located, show a loss 
of almost 30, it evident the city 
also will show a decrease in the number of 
inhabitants. g 

Many of the losses were from the largest 
counties, as follows: More than 56,000 for 
Lawrence, about 4,000 for Bates, Daviess, 
Harrison, Nodaway, and Saline, and 3,000 
or less for Carroll, Chariton, Cooper, Gentry, 
Livingston, Macon, Pike, Ray, and Vernon. 

Among the large gainers was St. Louis 
county, which jumped from 60.040 in 1900 
to 82,417. Other counties showing increases 
were: Greene and St. Francois, about 11,000 
each; Scott, more than 9,000; New Madrid, 
more than 8,000; Dunkin, about 9,000; Jas- 
per and Pemiscot, more than 5,000 each; 
Boone, Butler, Cape Girardeau, Jefferson, 
Marion, Mississippi, Randolph, and Stod- 
dard, from 2,000 to 4,000 each. 

Without a material increase in the num- 
ber of members of the house ofarepresenta- 
tives the Missouri representation is likely 
to diminish to the extent of least one mem- 
ber. ..

Charging . Chicago's murderers are not 
captured, and submitting a list of crimes 
in whjch slayers escaped, State's Attorney 
Wayman made a new attack upon the effi- 
clency of the police department yesterday. 

Mr. Wayman introduces his list with this 
criticism as a reply to comments on the 
dearth of hangings in Cook county: 

“I desire to call your attention to the 
fact that the small number of hangings in 
this county is due chiefly to the fact that in 
the cases where hanging would be meted out 
as a punishment by a jury very few arrests 
are made. That is to say, there is a long list 
of cold blooded murders during the period 
of Sept. 1, 1906, to Sept. 1, 1910, which mer- 
ited the death penalty if the defendants had 
been apprehended, where no arrests have 
ever been made. 

Gives List of Crimes.

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SAYS LIBERALISM NEEDS SPUR 


Dr. Hirsch Declares Movement 


in Europe Is Asleep. 


MORE LEADERS ARE WANTED 


Foreign R ligious Laws Hamper Fight 
for Freedom, He Asserts. 


— 


Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, head of the Sinai con- 
gregation. returned ta Chicago yesterday 
after a three months lecture tour in England, 
France and Germany, filled with regret far 
the ultra-conservatism of the Buropezn Jew. 

He also expressed a hope that some young, ‘ 
active leader of his people in America may 
Pros the water to lead the miovement for 
liberalism headed by Claud d. Montefiore in 
England. He proved his own loyalty to 
his country by refusing to accept thie oben- 
ing which was offered him by the progressive 
leaders. 

It was said that hie refusal aroused deep 
regret, as his lectures in London, Cologne, 
Berlin and Nuremburg attracted wide at- 
tention and approval. 


Says Liberalism Is Asleep. 

“In France, since recent changes in the 
laws governing the practice of religion, the 
liberal Jews have organized their own syn- 
agogues and congregations and have ad- 
vanced greatly, declared Dr. Hirsch. 

„But, speaking generally, Jewish liberal- 
um in Europe ie asleep. In England there 
is a eort of voluntary arrangement by which 
the Jews have placed themselves under the 
guidance of a leader, who is styled the chief 
rabbi. The laws recognize this chief rabbi 
in many ways. Jewish liberalism in England 
is now recognized by act of parliament, and 
the liberal Jews have their own congrega- 
tions. Montefiore is anxious to get a leader 
of the liberal Jews in Amefica to head the 
movement in England. 

“ While Hberalism ie making progress, and 
while the sentiment in its favor is wide- 
spread, still it is confined to individuals and 
jacks efficient organization. 

Lack of Organization Is Seen. 

“This lamentable dearth of organized et- 
fort is peculiarly shown in France and in 
Germany. In Germany the blame can be 
ascribed, undoubtedly, to the religious laws, 
which force all the inhabitants to declare 
their religious belief or disbelief, which 
@rives all the Jews in any city or town into 
a sin congregation, although they are 
allow to worship in separate synagogues. 

orthodox Jews are in a majority in 
practically every congregation in Germany, 
and therefore control. Such conditions elear- 
ly do not make for liberalism.”

PLAN SEEN AS FAILURE. 


Prof. Wigmore Declares Euro- 
pean System Is Survival 
from Feudal Ages. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 36.—[Special. }— 
Federal registration and identification of 
every citizen of the republic was advocated 
by Albert H. Hall of Minneapolis tonight at 
a meeting of the American Prison associa- 
tion. He proposed a scheme like that of Ger- 
many for recording in a great card index the 
characteristics of every male and female cit- 
izen, together with any criminal conduct of 
which he or she may be convicted. In addi- 
tion he advocated the establishment of a 
bureau of ertminal registration. 

Dean John H. Wigmore of the Northwest- 
ern university law school took a strong ex- 
ception to the proposition, which he branded 
as a survival of feudalism and not only un- 
warranted but impossible of realization in 
this country. He approved, however, of 
criminal registration bureau. 

The indifference of tae legal profession 
has at last been shaken,“ said Mr. Hall, who 
is chairman of the committee on criminal] law 
reform. “It is now generally recognized 
thet what is needed is individualization of 
crimina|] treatment, and to this end the study 
of modern criminal science is the most 
pressing need of the legal profession. The 
work in this country is hampered by the 
great lack of .criminal data or any ma- 
chinery to collect it 


Will Avoid Election Registration 

"What is needed is the establishment of a 
card certificate system showing the bio- 
graphical and civic record of the holder, a 
duplicate record to be maintained in the fed- 
eral bureau. This would elevate and equal- 
ize the standard of citizenship, simplify the 
present expensive system Of election regis- 
tration, and aid in the prevention of crime 
In the meantime some legislative aid should 
be provided to develop the details in the his- 
tory of the ‘accused during his trial, by tes- 
timony or 4 t examination, and the con 
clusions drawn therefrom.’’ 

In the discuseion which followed Prof 
Wigmore agreed with the proposal to estab- 
lish a bureau of registration and criminal , 
knowledge, but declared that the work 
should be done by the states under federal 
control. He deseribed the work done by the 
Bureau of American Republics in gathering 
and distriputing information of mutual inter- 
est and advantage, and urged the establish- 
ment of a bureau of criminal knowledge 
which would be of incalculable value to all 
the states

“ The establishment of a federal identifica- 
tion bureau,” he declared. is impossible in 
this country. The existence of the system 
abroad is merely the survival of the sert and 
feudal system which was temporarily inter- 
rupted by the French revolution.

On the in- 
terurban lines the speed is anything you 
please, and the motormen are often un- 
trained, The interurban electric is a 
steam railroad in all but name, except 
that locomotive engineers have been 
trained to their business and that rail- 
roads have adopted or are adopting 
safety appliances unknown on the elec- 
tric lines. 

When an electric road kills forty-two 

rsons at one fell swoop it puts itself in 
the same class with the steam roads. It 
is seldom the case that the mortality is 
so great in a railroad disaster, and when 
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mediate attempt to find a way to pre- 
vent its repetition. Successive accidents 
have made the need of the block system 
for steam railroads imperative. Mani- 
festly there is need of it for electric 
roads. The number of passengers car- 
ried by them, whose safety should be 
looked after, is increasing rapidly. 

IHinois requires the legislation the lack 
of which in Indiana had such disastrous 
consequences. Before long the state will 
be covered with a network of electric 
roads, with ed cars running at a 
high rate of speed. Their operation must 
be made much safer than it is. 


THE LAST OF THE PRIVATEERSMEN. 
Almost the last living link of the com- 
paratively peaceful present with the good 
old turbulent days of the Jolly Roger dis- 
appeared recently in Tagland in the 
death of Thomas Brown, able seaman. 
Brown was one of the adventurous ere 
selected by Brooke Ra jah Brooke of 
Sarawak, about the last of the privateers- 
men of distinction amd renown. He had 
already seen shady service in the waters 
of the orient, and his adventures recom- 
mended him to Brooke, who was fighting 
out the 120 ton: Royalist with brass can- 
non and cutlasses for the Malaya archi- 
pelago. The landing at Borneo during 
an insurrection was just to Brooke’s taste, 
and putting his armed men at the dis- 
posal of the sultan, he disposed of the 
rebels in such ‘true British style that he 
was awarded the title of rajah amd the 
government of Sarawak. Later he and a 
rival fought out a bloody war in which 
he was again successful. His English 
followers did not lose anything by their 
loyalty and prowess, and Brown, like his 
chief, returned to England to tell mary 
times, with strange oaths and interpola- 
tions, the story of his Borneo adventures. 
One of his closest auditors was Capt. 
Marryat, who did not, you may be sure,

REFORMATION VERSUS VENGEANCE. 

President Taft said to the delegates to 
the American Prison association: “If 
we make prisons so comfortable as to 
furnish a motive for violating the lew 
they will not serve the purpose for which 
they were established.” There need be 
no fears on that Score. It makes little 
difference what may be done to make a 
convict’s life enjoyable he will not enjoy 
it. He might be given a soft bed, light 
work, pie and cake, but a prison would 
remain a prison. The confinement, the 
monotonous life, the deprivation of accus- 
tomed pleasures, would be intolerable. 
The disgrace might count for nothing, 
but the lack of freedom would count for 
a great deal. 

As eed: ‘as a: enue’ e 
by burglars, footpads, defaulters, sneak 
thieves, etc., there is no danger of what 
the president calls “maudlin senti- 
mentality”—between which end the 
desire for vengeance” he would steer a 
middle course—getting the upper hand. 
Thus far the punishment of criminals ap- 
peals more strongly to the majority 
than does their reformation. 

But a change is coming with the sei- 
entific study of crime, its causes, and the 
possible cure. Some men have been ad- 
vocating the reclamation of swamp lands 
and their conversion into an agricultural 
asset. We all agree with them. Other 
men are insisting on the importance of 
the reclamation of criminals and their 
conversion into an industrial asset. Who 
can deny that the community would be 
better served by the transformation of a 
man who had been preying on it into a 
producer than it would be by the acquisi- 
tion of another acre of land? 

The men who are paying attention to 
the reformdtion side of the crime ques- 
tion are not sentiméntalists. They are 
as their war 
against prison barbarities is concerned, 
but when they show what society has to 
gain by the reclamation of criminals who 
are not beyond hope of redemption they 
are eminently practical. It is not their 
idea to reform criminals by. assisting 
and pampering them. They never would 
make any prisons they managed agreea- 
ble summer or winter resorts. No man 
would break a law to get into one. 

But in those prisons nothing would be 
said or done which discouraged reforma- 
tion, which confirmed men in crime, and 
made them more dangerous to society 
when they went out than they were 
when they went in. That is the kind of 
prison management we need but have not 
secured.

He le indebted for all the attentions lav- 
shed upon him by the Chilean government 
and the Chilean e to sy fact that he is 
the great-grandson of tha 
who played so important a yin in the early 
years of their i nce, becoming the 
creator and the first admiral of their navy. 

In fact, the name of Lord Cochrane 16 
bound up in the minds of the Chileans with 
the history of their independence, and his | 
‘prowesses while at the head of the na va 
forces of Chile, hotably his cutting out of 
the Spanish frigate Hsmeralda in the Bay 
of Valdivia, are among the most amazing 
feats in naval history. 

There is no more romantic story, indeed, 
than that of the Lord Cochrane whose statue 
occupies a conspicuous place in the public 
gardens at Santiago. The son of a penniless 
Scotch peer, he lived to be an admiral in the | 
navies of Engiand, of Chile, of Brazil, and of 
Greece. He was a midshipman when the 
great Napoleon was a mere artillery subal- 
tern. He was a Radical member of Pariia- 
ment, a colleague of Sir Francis Bu , in | 
1807. He planned the famous with 
fire ships on the French fleet in Aix roads. 

Complete success was marred by the in- 
capacity and jealousy of his superior, Lord 
Gambier, and Cochrane, refusing to consent 
to the official fiction that it was a glorious 
victory, denounced Gambier in parliament. 


A court martial on cooked evidence, ac- 
quitted Gambier, and oe oareer in 


nouncing the defeat of Napoleon.

Portu- 
gal, and did for that empire much the same 
work that he had done for the Chilean re- 
public, winning fight after fight, and crown- 
ing all with the capture of Maranham with a 
single frigate, thereby adding an entire 
province to the Brasilian empire. 

For this he received from the Brazilian 
empire the title of Marquis of Maranham, 
which is now borne by his grandson, the 
present Earl of Dundonald, father of the 
Lord Cochrane who has been the guest of 
the Chilean government at its centennial 
celebration. He next S€came admiral of the 
‘tiny navy of Greece, then in revolt against 
Turkey. But, although he could make sea- 
men out of Chileans and Brazilians, he could 
not make seamen out of Greeks, and he re- 
turned to England in 1829. 

In the following year the sailor king. 
William IV., who always had been his 
friend, succeeded to the throne, and one of 
the firet things that he did was to grant him 
a full pardon for an offense which he never 
had committed—this being the only means 
in English law of effacing the conviction— 
and to restore him to the navy with the rank 
of vice admiral, whfle Quéen Victoria, in 
the early years of her reign, restored him to 
the Order of the Bath as a knight grand 
cross thereof, by way of public and official 
recognition of his innocence of the charges 
brought by the odious politica) conspiracy 
which led to his deprival of the red 
ribbon. He lived to cpmmand the British 
na va forces in North 9 . 


Finally, during the 1 Russian war in 1855, 
Lord Cochrane submitted onte more to the | 
admiralty a secret plan of his own which 
he claimed would annihilate Cronstadt and 
Sebastopol) without loss to the attacking 
| force, which he offered to lead in person. 

But the offer was declined on the same 
grounds as those which had led to their re- 
jection when he had proposed the plan to the 
British government in the beginning of tae 
century, prior to hig/dismissal from the 
English navy. 


For, after having been investigated on | 


that occasion by a committee sitting in cam- 
era, including the royal Duke of York, Lord 
Keith, and Lord Exmouth, it agreed to 
reject the plan on the score of barbarity, 
but it was agreed that the means prbjected 
by Lord Cochrane would perform everything 
2 — and destroy any f un or 
eet 

When Cochrane entered the Chilean service 
he gave a solemn pledge to the prince regent 
not to divulge the plan to any other govern- 
ment. And to this day it remains a secret. 
When Lord Dundonald died, as the tenth 
Parl of Dundonald, he was laid to rest in 
that Westminster abbey which is the Wal- 
halla of English history—a Pantheon where 
Nelson had hoped to lie, but where he was 
denied sepulture, being entombed instead in 
St. Paul's cathedral. 


— 

The house of Cochrane is replete with 
romance, and its men have always been 
noted for their combative character. Thus 
the Admiral Lord Cochrane who founded the 
Chilean and Brazilian navies was publicly 
married in 1816 to Catherine Barnes of 
Essex. He had been secretly married to her 
six years previously at Annan, in County 
Dumfries, after abducting her from school, 

seu tale Makara tant cae eke 
abou 8 marr tany rete, when 
the tenth earl died his peerage and éntailed 
estates were claimed by Admiral Sir Leopold 
Cochrane, on the ground that he was the 
eldest. son born after the public marriage of 
his parents, and that his two elder brothers, 
Thomas and William, having come into the 
world prior thereto, were illegitimate. 

This led to the Dundonald peérage case, a 
cause célébre of half a century ago, which 
resulted in the committee of privileges de- 
claring that, even if there had been po 
marriage ceremony, the fact of Lord 
rane having lived with Catherine Barnés as 
his wife in Scotland constituted a common 
law marriage, and therefore a valid union in 
that kingdom. 

It was on the strength of this verdict of the 
committee that Queen Victoria ordered the 
name of Thomas Cochrane, the eldest son of 
the secret .marriage, to be placed on the roil 
of. peers of Scotland as the eleventa Kar!

Surrounding it are rifte of darkness, extend- 
ing outward like tendrils, one of which is 
clinging around the star Theta in the same 
constellation. Other wisps of the nebula 
veil the stars in the neighborhood of the star 
Nu in the Scorpion.

The sense of some appalling mystery in this 
part of the heavens is intensified by a dark 
hole in the eky, near the star Lamde in Sagit- 
tarius. Prof. Barnard has noticed thie round 
and sharply defined marking, as reappearing 
again and again on photographs he hes taken 
during the last fifteen years. 

“On account of its sharpness, smalinesa, 
and isolation, this is perhaps the most re- 
markable of all the black holes with which 
I am acquainted,” writes Prof. Barnard. “ It 
lies in an ordinary part of the Milky Way 
and is not due to the presence or absence 
of stars, but seems to be really a marking 
on the sky itself.

It is seldom indeed that two stories appear 
simultaneously which are hinged upon narra- 
tives so nearly alike as those of Hewlett and 
De Morgan. In many respects, the theme is 
identical. Hewlett, however, employs the ro- 
mantic style, shot with realism; De Morgan, the 
realistic style, shot with romance. De Morgan 
is more winning, Hewlett more finished. Hew- 
lett sustains his charm to the end, De Morgan 
falters and leaves loose ends hanging. Hewlett 
is an economist in his work, presenting much in 
little, De Morgan is prodigal and wastes his 
resources. Both write whole chapters in which 
the breathing of their characters can almost be 
heard, so living are they; both have periods in 
which this substantial invention gives way to 
a riot of fancy—an indulgence of which Hewlett 
is guilty oftener than De Morgan. Both fly 
from convention; both are fascinated with the 
generosity of women who give all and ask 
nothing in return—not so much as a marriage 
ring. To both marriage appears slightly—or 
They consider it, no doubt, 
the end of adventure, the grave of poetry, and 
the cradle of the commonplace. And it may be 
remarked that in poetry and fiction the frail 
ladies always have had the best of it. The earth 
and the fullness thereof is theirs.

Their brief and burning 
joys enchant us. But we bring to all this what 
may be termed our novel morality. We are in- 
finitely entertained with the experiences of these 
ungrateful daughters, these prodigal givers, 
these ringless wives.

Explains Journal Transaction. 

John C. Eastman, publisher of the Chicago 
Journal, writes to THE TRIBUNE as follows: 

Permit me to correct the statement that 
appeared in Tue TRIBUNE today in your real 
estate column to the effect that the Chicago 
Journal company had borrowed $250,000 from 
the IIlinots Trust and Savings bank. 

The capital stock of the Chicago Journal 
company was reduced on Dec. 30, 1908, from 
$500,000 to $250,000 in order to put thé Chicago 
Journal on the same basis as the other Chi- 
cago newspapers, all of which, with one ex- 
ception, are capitalized for small amounts. 
The original capitalization of the Chicago 
Journal company, $500,000, wae fully paid and 
ponaseessable. 

The stockholders decided to retire 
000 of the stock and issue in place t 
$250,000 in bonds, secured by truet deed. The 
ownership is unchanged, the entire capital 
stock being’ owned by John C. Bastman. 
Neither Mr. Eastman nor the Chicago Jour- 
nal company borrowed $1 from the Illinois 
Trust and Savings bank, or from any other 
bank, trust company, or individual in the 
transaction referred to, nor hae either of 
them ever borrowed a dollar from that ineti- 
tution. The proceeds of the bonds were 
merely to retire a lke amount of capita) 
Stock.“

An interesting loam of $50,000 has been 
closed by Edgar M. Snow & Co. secured upon 
the premises, 174-176 Lake street, 40x 150 feet, 
improved, with a five story brick businese 
building.
